In 1956, voters 
turned down by a slim margin a 
proposition authorizing acquisi- 
tion of property on Evelyn and 
Solano, In the’state election of 
November 4, 1958, voters turned 
down a _ $590,000 bond issue 
(Proposition F, which required 
two-thirds majority), but passed 
Proposition C, which involved the 
buildings plans and sites for a po- 
lice and fire station at Washing- 
ton and San Pablo and city hall 
at 1045 Solano, present locations 
of these city offices. The follow- 
ing September, two bond issues 
were placed on the ballot. Mea- 
sure A was for $365,000 for the 
police and fire station and Mea- 
sure B was for $220,000 for city 
hall. Both were defeated.
